The  Lady  Trolls  volleyball  team 
will  remember  the  1984  season 
with  the  greatest  of  memories  as 
the  team  finished  second  in  the  na- 
tion according  to  the  NCCAA.  On- 
ly  a   tough   George   Fox  team 
stopped  Trinity  from  gaining  the 
national  title  in  the  tourney  at 
Trinity  Christian.

Tales  of  the  Trolls  Goals 


Using  the  theme  "Going  For  More 
in  '84,"  the  men's  soccer  team  faced 
one  of  its  toughest  seasons.  Re- 
bounding back   from   the  injury- 
riddled  1983  campaign,  the  '84  squad 
ended  the  year  healthy,  but  more  im- 
portantly, winners.

Men's  Basketball:  "An  Off  Beat 


The  1984-85  campaign  for  the 
men's  basketball  team  was  one  of 
transition  that  saw  four  seniors  play 
major  roles  in  the  team's  success. 
While  the  team  saw  many  young 
players  looking  for  playing  time  and 
was  undergoing  a  midseason 
coaching  change,  the  stability  of 
seniors  Randy  Danhour,  Bill  Vree, 
Dan  Ottenhoff,  and  Jon  Heiniger  led 
Trinity  Christian  to  a  10-20  record. 
The  Trolls  finished  in  fourth  place 
in  the  Lake  Michigan  Conference 
with  a  7-7  record.  The  early  season 
highUght  was  Trinity  Christian's 
first  victory  ever  over  Concordia 
College  of  Wisconsin  83-79  in  Me- 
quon.  The  second  semester  highlight 
was  a  five  game  winning  streak  in 
February.  It  started  with  the  Trolls' 
first  victory  ever  over  Marian  Col- 
lege of  Wisconsin  82-75  in  Fond  du 
Lac.  They  defeated  Marian  College 
again  just  two  weeks  later.  The 
Trolls  entered  the  NCCAA  district 
tournament  giving  a  gutsy  perfor- 
mance at  Judson  College  before  fall- 
ing to  a  69-60  decision.
